Hog Skins make very nice Leather ‘when 
thoy aro properly tanned.” They wre usually 
very greasy and have numerous heles in 
them. it is very important that the tanner 
handles the skins earcfully so as not to 
increase tho number of holes; andthe 
skins must bo degreased right at the start 
or they will cause -trouble all the way 
through, 

The skins shoula be worked before they 
are soaked and as much af the grease as 
possiblo must. he seraped out. — After 
the skius have been serapod nut dry 
they should be washed. in warn sal soda 
water jand then worked and scraped 
to get the dissolved ‘The 
soda solution is. made by dissolving 5 lbs. 
of eal soda in a barrel of water af ubout 
905°. The sk-ns are put into this water and 
left there ahout one minuto, they are then 


grease ott 


put on the hewn and scraped and worked }- 


and the dissolved grease will tlow out. 


After this has been done ateast twice the 
skins chould be washed in Soda solution to 
freo them from adhering prense, and then 
sonked for 12 to 24 hours in cold water, 
The anhairing is accomplished inost readily. 
in a solution Of sulphide of sodium or 
patented depilatory, °Fleshing shotld he 
done hefore the skins are uohaired. 
DEPILATORL z 
A suitable depilatory is made by dis 
solving’ 10 tbs, of depilatury in cach’ 7 
gallons of water in the vat: the skins are 
then put, into tho solution and stirred about 
for 24) hours, more or less, or until the haic 
is dissolved und the skins ave.ready for the 
lime. Wash the hair ofiand ‘then lime the 
skins in weak, while Time fer onc day, and 
then transfer them te “stronger lime or 
make ‘the first lime stronger. From tro 
to four days are ustally required “by the 
liming process according te the, thickness 
of tho skins, nnd the strength of | tho 
lime. The linc: dissolves the remaining 
grease and the. bating aad washing remove 
it, a bran bath is good for drenching the 
kkins, Fifty pounds of bran ‘sdaked-in 
warm water notil itis sonr and thon stir- 
red into 700 gallons of watce makes a good 
conch for the skins, Ten” pounds of 
sulphuric acid should te added to the 
éreneh-anil the skins stirred about in the 
liquor for several hours until they are _ soft 
and clean. =
